Birda of a Feather Flock Together. 

Tito editor of the Journal begins to see that hie 
advice to the Americans to unite with the Black 
Republicans is not agreeable in the Month. He is 
trembling iu bis shoes, ami casting about for 
help. The speech of that great Know Nothing 
official, grand secretary Duncan, made at a re- 
cent council meeting in this city, has been pub- 
lished by the editor in support of his perilous 
position. He and Duncan agree very decidedly. 
They are as like as two peas. The one sustains 
the other, aud the other sustains the one. 

Now that the grand secretary of all Kentucky 
Know Nothiugism is high authority, no one will 
doubt who has seen the numerous secret circulars 
which got him the uame of the complete letter 
writer. But even hia high official opinions are 
not enough to make the editor’s present position 
tenable in the South. Southerners, at this parti- 
cular time, can stand anything better than a pro- 
posed coalition with any party that is purely sec- 
tional and Northern. Too many of their negroes 
are daily and nightly escaping for them to give a 
kind ear to any such' propositions, no matter by 
whom made. 

The editor denies being .an Abolitionist, and 
sets forth his tenets as to the institution of slavery- 
This might satisfy some men, if, in the same' 
breath iu which he denies being an Abolitiouist, 
he did not propose political affiliations with Free- 
soilers. He says that whoever calls him an 
Abolitionist is a slanderer, but at the same time 
he advises pro-slavery men to form a political 
coalition with the Black Republicans. There is, 
no doubt, a distinction between Abolitionists and 
Freesoilers, but so far as thy practicable or possi- 
ble end to be attained.by either, or both, is con- 
cerned, it is a distinction without a difference. — 
They are both Freesoilers. They are both op- 
posed to the extension of slavery. They have 
both sworn that there shall be no more slavery in 
tins Union. They are both lahoriug with all their 
might to put judges upon the supreme bench who 
will overrule the opinion in the Dred SeolUcase , 
which allows the Southerner to go with his slaves 
iuto the territories of the Union. They both 
hate the fugitive slave law. and want to repeal it. 
In a word, they both agree in all the opposition 
to slavery wLich has any color of praticabilitv or 
hope of success. Indeed, the Abolitionsts are the 
more respectable opponents of slavery, because 
they lopeuly and t boldly do what the Black 
Republicans wont do themselves, but gladly see 
done by others. 

It is not likely, therefore, that the editor's de- 
claration in favor of slavery, though backed bv the 
official speech of grand secretary Duncan, will 
have much influence in convincing Southerners 
that he is any too friendly to the institution. Pro- 
slavery men don't like the company he is propos- 
ing for them. He thinks it a great good to defeat 
the Democracy, but lie must not do evil that good 
may come of it- -especially such an evil as being 
a Southerner and thinking, voting, and ac ting with 
the Black Republicans. The end does not always 
justify the means especially in so mean a thing 
as advisiug pro-slavery men to coalesce with Free- 
soilers. The Mouth Americans may hate the De- 
mocracy a good deal, but they hate the Black Re 
publicans more. 

The opposition to slavery in this country is be- 
coming too strong for true Southerners to enter- 
tain any idea cf atiiiation with it. The oppo- 
nents of the peculiar institution have existed a 
long time, but did not assume the form of a polit- 
eal organization in this country until 1340. The 
strength of the party on the first trial, as shown 
by the vole for Birney, was 7,000. In eighteen 
years, this strength has assumed a colossal form, 
and now the editor of the Journal proposes to 
make it mightier than ever by briuging the Amer- 
i. an strength over to it. In 1344, four years uller 
the party in opposition to slavery was organized, 
Birney received 02,270 votes— an increase of 7*4,- 
081. In 1»43, Van Buren, as its champion, got 
201,073 votes. In 1352 Hale received 157, *290, and 
in Ij.zO, Fremont got 1,334,553. Here, then, is an 
increase ol more than a million and a quarter of 
votes in less than a score of years. 

To this formidabe vote, the editor of the Journal 
now proposes to add the American strength, which 
according to Fillmore’s vole in 1350, was 8s5,- 
900. This would make the strength of the coali- 
tion, supposing it feasible, equal to 2,220,518. It 
will be seen, moreover, that the Black Republican 
strength in the coalition would be much greater 
than the American — great enough, indeed, to 
swallow up the American forces as the whale does 
the minnow. Why the editor of the Journal can 
advise such a coalition, and yet claim to be the 
friend of slavery, wc can’t understand. His edi- 
torials aud the speech of|grand secretary Duncan 
don’t show a satisfactory reason. 

When he adds the vote of Fremont and Fill- 
more together, and compares the sum with Bucb- 
auan’s, lie may see what, to him, is a sufficient 
reason for advising the Americans to unite with 
the Black Republicans. The combined vote of 
Fremont and Fillmore being 2,220,513, and Buch- 
anan s ouiy l,S50,9t>0, the subtracting of the 
smaller from the greater would iudicate that the 
Democratic strength might fall short of the 
strength of such a coalition by 309,553 votes. — 
This, to the editor's eve, looks very well, and tills 
him with hopes of getting up a party to defeat the 
Democracy for the Presidency iu 1300. But his 
paper calculations will do no good. The poll 
books in 1300 wont agree with the figures now 
made in his sanctum. More than half of the 
votes cast for Fillmore ia 1350 were Southern, and, 
so soon as the suggested coalition is formed, 
hosts of these votes will go with the Democracy. 
This change would make the Democratic vote 
strong enough to overcome both Americans and 
Black Republicans, aud such will be the result — 
All the editor's tine calculations will thus come to 
nought, and he will make no more by selling out 
Sam to the Black Republicans than he did by sell- 
ing out the Whigs to Sam. He will get no office, 
no pay, and no glory from the defeated coalition 
and the speech of grand secretary Duncan wilj 
be his ouiy consolation, his only trophy, bis only 
reward in the day of tribulation.

Another Municipal Mystery. 

We have already announced that the contract 
for bowldering Broadway, between Heeond and 
Sixth streets, had been awarded to H. H. Higdon. 
It haa been but a very short time since that street 
was paved at a heavy expense to the city, and the 
work must now.be renewed, imposing further bur 
den upon the tax payers. Very certaiuly the 
travel along that thoroughfare has not been so 
great as to require at this early period a renew a) 
of the bowldering. Work of the same character, 
done long prior to that is yet serviceable, and 
promises to be so for years to come. Doubtless 
the original paving was not properly doue, and 
the officers who received it from the hands of the 
contractors, acted in violation of their oaths when 
they reported favorably to the council. Beanies, 
had the street been repaired when defects were 
tirst discovered, this heavy expenditure would not 
have been necessary at the present. Negligence 
has characterized the conduct of those in authori- 
ty iu this matter, as iu all others that concern the 
public good. 

But we Lave not to do with the post. We have 
a little mystery ol to-day, that needs souie ex- 
planation from the Mayor, or other parties con- 
cerned. The contract for bowlJering, to which 
we have referred, was awarded, as we understand, 
iu a very unusual and illegitimate manner. We 
learn that the Mayor, as is the custom, did not 
advertise for proposals, lie gave the contract to 
Higdon, without atibrdiug an opportunity for 
competition. There were.other contractors equal- 
ly as capable, who were ready and anxious for 
the job, and who would have performed the work 
at about one half the price allowed Higdon. He 
is paid, according to the private agreement with 
Mayor Riley, nine dollars per foot, when others 
would havtf gladly obligated themselves to per- 
form the same work at five dollars. The whole 
contract will cost the city some eight thousand 
dollars, & clear waste of the public funds to the 
amount of four thousand dollars. Who is re- 
sponsible for this extravagance ? Why has Mayor 
Riley overstepped the bounds of official propriety 
in thus awarding a contract? Has it been done 
in order to favor a partizan? Mr. Iligdon was 
one of the Louisville delegation sent to Cincin- 
nati to unite with the Black Republicans in their 
oration to Senator Crittenden. Doubtless he has 
performed other services for his party, and for 
these he must be paid out of the public treasury. 
Perhaps this is according to the jail cliqne plan, 
but it will not be apt to satisfy those who pay the 
taxes and furnish the money for the support cf 
the city government. 

This, however, is but an instance of the many 
we could give of the mismanagement of our muni 
cipal affairs The uppermost idea of those who 
have control of the public treasury appears to be 
their own aggrandizement, or that of their imme- 
diate Iriends. The public good — economy, fair- 
ness and justice are apparently the least consid- 
ered of all objects in the performance, or rather 
non - performance, of their duties. 

\\ bile the Journal is laboring with nnusual en- 
ergy to expose the alleged extravagances of the 
administration, it is silent with reference to the 
wastefulness and uncalled for expenditures of its 
political brethren in LonisTille. Would it not be 
better for the organ to turn its attention to home 
affairs? There is enough corruption existing un- 
der the very nose of the editors to require their 
constant attention, if they seek reform. 

Complimentary. 

The Bow ling Green Standard, in its issue of 
last Saturday, contained a highly complimentary 
uotice of the Courier. Our friend Frayser thin ks 
too well of us, but it is fur more agreeable that 
his estimate of us should be too high than too 
low. We know of no paper from wliich ire 
would rather have such a complimeut for the 
Standard, like the Courier, is iu these try- 
ing times, Democratic, Southern, and na- 
tional.

The Captured Slaver— 318 Africans on Board. 

The United States brig Dolphin, Lient. John X. 
Maffit commanding, arrived at Key West on Sun- 
day, the 22d inst., from the coast of Cuba. The 
Dolphin sailed from Sagua la Grande on the morn- 
ing of tbe 21st inst. 

At daylight she discovered a sail ahead stand- 
ing on the same course as Ihe Dolphin, which 
gained on her very rapidly during the day. At 
4 I*. M., the sail ahead hauled on the wind, as if 
trying to get out of the Dolphin's course, which 
caused her to be considered a suspicious craft. - 
The Dolphin tacked and stood oil in pursuit, hoist 
iug the English colors, aud tired a blank cartridge, 
which not being answered by the other vessel an- 
other was tired at hall-past 4 P. M., aud this also 
beiiw unnoticed, at 5 P. M. she fired a shot across 
the Sow of the suspected vessel, which had the 
effect of producing the American flag at her peak; 
but she still cen tinned on her course, and seemed 
to be making her best endeavors to escape, when 
a well directed shot from the Dolphin took efiect 
in her lore rigging, causing her to heave to and 
lower her colors. 

Uu sending a boat on board, she proved to be a 
brig from the African coast, with three hundred 
and eighteen uegroes. 

Her crew were instantly confined, and the prize 
placed in charge of Lient. J. M. Bradford and Sec- 
ond Lieut. Chas. (i. Carpeuter, aud sixteen u*eu 
from the Dolphin, with orders to proceed to 
Charleston, S. C. 

The captain of the slave brig ia on board the 
Dolphin. The Dolphin wtU leave to-morrow morn- 
ing for Boston. 1 learn that the brig’s name was 
formerly Putnam; Echo was on her stern, but had 

been painted over.

PtXAMA. Thursday, August 1!», 1354— There is 
little or no news from any of the Central Amen 
can States. Hon. Beverly L. Clarke, United States 
Resident Minister near the Republic of Guatc 
mala, had presented his credentials to' the Presi- 
dent of «h*t Republic, aad was well received.— 
The following are translations of Mr. Clarke’s ad- 
dress, and letter of credence, and tlie Prasi 
dent s reply, as published in the Gaceta de Guate 
mala : 

Ma. Pbbstubvt : Having obtained this official 
interview to present to vour Excellency a letter of 
the President of the United States of North 
America, by which I am accedited Minister Real 
dent in the Republic of Guatemala, I consider it 
a proper occasion furnished me to comply with 
another doty, pleasant to my ieelmgs as well as 
to my personal inclinations. 

It consists in having the pleasure to communi- 
cate to you, sir, the sentiments of high considera- 
tion and friendship entertained by the President 
oi the Republic of the North towards your Excel- 
lency and this Republic, and to assure you of the 
sincere and ardent desire of my Government, and 
of the citizens of the United States, to cultivate 
and promote the good harmony and intercourse 
happily existing between the two Republics. 

Favored with a soil and climate better than 
which none is found in civilized countries, abound 
ing in mineral and agricultural resources, occupy- 
ing i together with the other Central American Re 
publics) a geographical position which, in respect 
to the commercial world, is at the same time in- 
teresting, important, and commanding, animated 
by the spirit of progress and improvement, the 
happy result of which is noticeable everywhere in 
the advanced aspect of the country, I foresee and 
hope for the Republic of Guatemala a still more 
brilliant and glorious future. 

I lie diit.-rent Republics ot the North American 
Continent are more or less identical by the charac- 
ter of their institutions aud the tenderness of 
their citizens. 

1 I cel confident that this glorious future shall be 
attained much sooner by cultivating the benevo- 
lent relations of good officers, peace and friend- 
ship. improvement of emigration, and free trade, 
on which the peace, prosperity, and happinsss of 
all. are iu a great measure depending. 

Allow me, sir, to state in mt private, as well as 
in my official, character Ibat 1 will use tbe great- 
est efforts to cooperate lo the promotion of tbe 
interests and prosperity of both Republics; and I 
entertain the hope that my official residence 
amonst you shall contribute to cement aud perpet- 
uate the friendly n laliou now existing between 
the two Republics. 

The President answered as follows: 

Mr. Minister: It is highly gratifying for me to 
receive the letter accrediting you as Minisl er Resi- 
dent of the United Slates in this Kepablic. The 
estimation inspired me by the high chnraclerof 
the President of the Union, and the conviction 1 
have of the convenience of maintaiaing between 
tile I wo countries the most cordial aud friendly 
relations, have made me listen with the most live- 
ly interest to the manifestation you have been 
pleased to make me of the sentiments of the Gov- 
ernments aud people of tbe United States in re- 
gard to < iualemola. Anxious to develop the ele- 
ments of prosperity with which Providence has 
favored ns, we are always ready to protect peace- 
ful emigration, and shall always be liappv to make 
the oilier nations participate in tbe advantages 
and resources of our soil. 1 consider that the 
continuance and development of frieudlv reiatioca 
with your Government must couduce to that end, 
aud therefore be highly advantageous for the peo- 
ple who have tru*ted me with their destiny. Be, 
therefore, assund, Mr. Minister, that I shall omit 
no means of attaining that object, and that it is 
my amcere desire that vour residence iu this coun- 
try rnav prove pleasant to you. 

The iollowiug is the letter of President Bu- 
chanan :

America, to Hi* Excellency, the President of the 

KtpuUic of G i/iftamala : 

Great axd Goon Friend : I have selected Mr. 
Beverly L Clarke, one of oar distinguished citi- 
zeus to reside near the Government of tbe Repub- 
lic of Gualumala as Minister resident of tbe Gut- 
ted States of America. He is well penetrated of 
the friendship we entertain toward vour Govern- 
ment, and of our sincere desire to promote the 
good harmony aud intercourse happily existing 
between us. Well knowing his fidelity, probity, 
and good conduct, I have full confidence that he 
w ill make hi ms elf agreeable ‘to your Excellency, 
and will render effective ourdesire to preserve and 
promote on all occasions the interest and fidelity 
of tlie two Republics, and pray your Excellencv, 
therefore, to give lull credit to all he may say in 
tbe uame of the (Jailed States, and. above all. 
when he will assure you of his friendship and 
wishes for the prosperity of your Republic. I 
pray God to preserve always your Excellency in 
his holy and worthy keeping.

The Court House Improvement. — Our court 
bouse square presents just now, one of the most 
busy spectacles to be found in our unusually ani 
mated city. In some respects it has the aspect 
of an ancient ruin, whose pillars and facades have 
fallen beneath the corroding touch of time Or 
we might liken it to a temple of old Ninevah, 
with some industrious Layard and assistauts at 
work, excavating the remains of former glory. 
But these arc scarcely pardonable similes. 
Progress is now the watchword about the high 
place of justice. That elephantine monstrosity 
of architecture which, for more than twenty 
years, has disgraced Louisville, is being rapidly 
transformed into a handsome and appropriate 
structure. Much labor will be required to undo 
what was so badly done at the outset; but wc 
have faith that improved ideas, and improved 
means of building, will remove all obstacles, ami 
afford us a court house to which the citizen can 
point with some pride and pleasure. 

As is well known, the improvements are being 
made under the superintendence ol' Messrs. Fink, 
Stanclifle A Co., architects, who are prosecuting 
the work by direction of au ordinance of the gen- 
eral council, appropriating $05,000 for repairs, 
etc., to the court house. The sum will not be 
sufficient to complete the contemplated improve- 
ments, it being estimated that fully $40,000 more 
will be required. The additional amount, how- 
ever, will not be called for before next year, and 
in the meantime our citizens will, doubtless, be 
so well satisfied with the progress made as to 
heartily indorse a further appropriation. 

There are now over a hundred hands employed 
by the contractors. These are variously eugaged : 
iu dressing stone, carpenter work, brick masonry, 
and removing the debris of the old buildiug. The 
circuit court room, which occupies the large west- 
ern ball is rapidly being finished, and will be rea- 
dy for occupancy by the new year. It is a ver y 
spacious room, and will be fitted up in splendid 
style. Adjoining it are two jury rooms, and rooms 
for witnesses aud the grand jury. Also, a library 
and room for lawyers to cousult with clients. The 
apartments of the circuit court are reached by a 
nfarble stairway that leads from the rotunda. The 
eastern hall will be used for city purposes— hold- 
ing public meetings and demonstrations of that 
character. It will seat fully as many people as 
any room in the city. The rotunda will be flag- 
ged with stone and ornamented by a number of 
graceful Ionic columns. 

The chancery and county.court will be furnished 
with rooms on the first floor, and both will be ar- 
ranged for the most ample and convenient accom 
modation, not only of officers, but attendants upon 
ibe court. Iuaecd, we have been particularly 
pleased with the rights the people are to have un- 
der the new system. They will uo longer ho 
crowded in uncomfortable seats, but have evry fa- 
cility for witnessing the administration of justice. 

The whole building is to be heated by steam, for 
which purpose two boilers will be placed in the 
basement. The ventilation will also be thorough. 
In front, a magnificent portico will add to the 
architectural effect ofjthe building, while a'grace- 
ful and well proportioned dome will surmount the 
whole edifice like a crown of glorr. 

We shall look forward with interest to the com- 
pletion of the court house, and when that shall 
have been accomplished, it will be time to speak 
of the surrounding square, the fountain, shade 
trees, aud other ornamental necessities.
